DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Violinist Itzhak Perlman was seen taking the 
subway to the North Haven station, up to 
the ferry to Shelter Island where his beloved 
Perlman Music Camp is located. 


HAMPTONS SUBWAY WINS AWARD 

Last week at the Kennedy Center in Washington, 
Hamptons Subway was awarded third place 
in the National Environmental Improvements 
competition to honor the subway systems that 
showed the greatest reduction in gas emissions 
during the past year. Our award came about 
because our total ridership in 2015 declined 
by 3% from the year before, the first time that 
ridership had declined in over a decade. The 
decline meant less diesel fuel used; less carbon 
dioxide emitted (the passengers produce it 
when they breathe out) and less wear and tear 
on the equipment due to the lower carry loads. 


Hamptons Subway Commissioner Bill Aspinall 
said that this year-to-year decline happened 
because, in the year before last year, a 
marketing director for Hamptons Subway, since 
fired, had arranged to pay one celebrity or 
another to ride the rails every single day so the 
crowds came out in 2014 to see them. That did 
not happen in 2015. 

Nevertheless Commissioner Aspinall said he 
was happy to receive the third place award, a 
trophy made of biodegradable cardboard, and 
he held it high over his head and smiled as the 
audience applauded. 


THAT TRAIN CRASH 

The end of the line going north from Sag Harbor 
is the stop at the Shelter Island ferry in North 
Haven. A brick wall marks the end of the tunnel, 
but last Friday, after the subway cars emptied 
at that station, motorman Fred Hannity gunned 
the engine, put the train in forward gear and 
slammed the train right into the wall. Although 
the front car was crushed, no other cars were 
damaged and since no one else was on the 
train, except Fred Hannity, he was the only one 
injured, suffering a small cut on his thumb. 


According to Hannity, he got confused because 
of a new mural on that wall. The winner of a 
competition held this past month recently put 
it up. Anna Patricka, of Hampton Bays, painted 
a beautiful trompe loeil scene of the empty 
tracks leading down the tunnel into the far 
distance. It went up on Thursday, and the next 
day, Hannity smacked into it. Hamptons Subway 
has hired an art restorer from the Parrish Art 
Museum to look at the damage to the painting 
and give an estimate of what the restoration 
might cost. Commissioner Aspinall says he will 
decide whether or not to restore it when he gets 
the estimate. — 


TREMORS 

Riders might have noticed that trains traveling 
between Amagansett and East Hampton 
sometimes drove through minor earth tremors 
somewhere around Pantigo last week. This was 
not their imagination. The Hamptons Police on 
Friday arrested John “Wildcat” Hasselhoffer of 
Pantigo for secretly running an illegal fracking 
operation by drilling down in his backyard, then 
sideways into the bedrock below the Hamptons 
Subway tunnel and then forcing hot water down 
pipes and into the rock. He’s been arrested. And 
the tremors have stopped. We expect to have all 
the tunnel cracks patched up by next Thursday. 


COMMISSIONER ASPINALL’S MESSAGE 

The official start of “summer” will be on May 1 
when we reopen the subway spurs to Cooper’s 
Beach in Southampton and Main Beach in East 
Hampton. Beach Boys music will be played 
throughout the Hamptons Subway on that day 
to celebrate.

MYSTERIOUS ACTIVITY IN SAG HARBOR 

Police reported this week that they have been 
engaging in surveillance of a Sag Harbor resident, 
as yet unidentified, at his property in the 
village. According to police, they were alerted 
by neighbors that the male “person of interest” 
has several times in recent weeks been seen 
scraping his lawn with a mysterious implement. 
“At first we were skeptical of these anonymous 
tips,” said Hamptons Police spokesman Larry 
Hirsch. “Then we had our team set up a round- 
the-clock watch on this guy, and sure enough, 
out he comes with what looks like an enormous 
fork—I mean, this thing looks dangerous. Then 
he starts to scrape the surface of his lawn 
with this monstrous tool, and he’s gathering 
what appear to be leaves and twigs into neat 
little piles. You’d have to see it to believe 
it!” While the man’s behavior is suspicious, 
Hirsch said that police have yet to identify any 
specific law or code that the man is violating. 
“At this point, we have no choice but to 
allow this person to continue his strange and 
exhausting activities, but we will continue to 
keep a close eye on him.” Among questions 
yet to be answered, according to Hirsch, are 


those relating to the purposes of the gathered 
piles of leaves and twigs, and whether the man 
is working on his own or is being aided and 
abetted by persons unknown. “I don’t want 
to sound alarmist,” said Hirsch, “but I wouldn’t — 
be surprised if we are dealing with some 
kind of cult here.” Police are urging anyone 
with information about these activities to 
come forward. 


THROWN FOR A LOOP 

A group Calling itself the Un-Rotary Club has 
petitioned local officials to allow members 
of the group to be exempt from following 
traffic rules at rotaries on the South Fork of 
Long Island. “The members of our group are 
certifiably challenged by rotaries,” explains 
Un-Rotary Club .spokesman Marvin Rouse. 
“When we approach them in our vehicles, we 
have trouble figuring out how to respond to 
them: should we go left or right? Once in the 
rotary do we need to stop and let others in? 
It’s confusing to us.” Additionally, Rouse says, 
many members of his group find themselves 
reacting with an involuntary hostility when 
they have to slow down slightly and turn 
their steering wheel to successfully navigate 
the rotary. “As a symptom of this rage reaction, 
we frequently find ourselves ignoring the 
rotary altogether and just driving straight 
through it. We don’t have any control over 
this.” Officials are taking the club’s. petition 
under serious consideration, and will make 
a ruling shortly. ga

The Personal Account of How I First Came Out to the Hamptons

verybody has a story about the first 

time they came out to the Hamptons. 
Here’s mine. The subtitle to this story is 
“Teenage Brains.” 

This occurred four weeks before I came Out 
East for the first time. I was 16 years old and 
living in a nice suburban house in Millburn, New 
Jersey with my younger sister and my parents. 
This was a half-century ago. My mom was a 
housewife. My dad was the salesman manager 
for a national pharmaceutical company. We’d 
been living there in that house since I was six 
months old. oe 

Back then, in New Jersey, you had to be 
17 years old to get a driver’s license. This 
particular Saturday night, one of my friends, 
who was 17, had gotten permission to use 
his father’s car, a two-year-old Chevy sedan. 
So five of us headed out in it, four 16-year- 
olds and a 17-year-old, heading north with no 
destination in mind except to drive around and 
have a good time. 

A half hour later, we were downtown in

the wealthy suburban town of Montclair, New 
Jersey. Only one of us had been there before. 
It was. nine at night. People were walking 
around on Main Street. As we were driving 
down the street, one of the three kids in the 
back—I was in the back—discovered that just 
behind his head, sitting on a little shelf by the 
back window, was a toy luger. It was full-size, 
black, an exact replica and made of plastic. It 
was probably a toy played with by the driver’s 
younger brother. 

“Hey,” this kid said, waving it around so we 
all could see it. “Let’s shoot somebody.” He 
aimed it out the side window into the dark. 
“Bang,” he said. 

“I got a better idea,” the kid in the passenger 
seat up front said, turning around. “Why don’t 
we do THIS? We'll drive right to the center of 
town, to the four corners. We'll pull over, you, 
Paul, get out, and we'll drive around the block. 
When we come by the second time, we all leap 
out, wave the gun around, grab you and shove 
you into the trunk and drive off.” 

“That’s a GREAT idea!” the driver said.

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thought it was a great idea too, although there 
was something not quite right about it that 
I couldn’t exactly figure out. So we drive to 
the four corners, Paul gets out, and we drive 
around the block and come around and there 
he is, walking along in the crowd, minding his 
own business. We pull over in front of him, all 
pile out of the car and, shouting at him, grab 
him. He’s fighting us off, but we’ve got the gun 
that we’re waving around, and after a brief 
struggle we drag him over to the car, open the 
truck, shove him in and close it with a slam. 

Then we drive off. We were all laughing and 
laughing inside the car, and I recall we burned 
rubber as the driver hit the gas and we headed 
out into traffic.

I followed, but stopped, crouching down at the 
top of the stairs, where I could see who it was. 
It was two policemen. 

“You got a son named Dan Rattiner living 
here?” one of the asked. 

“Yes,” my dad said. 

“We need for you and him to come with us 
down to the police station in Montclair.” 

Half an hour later, | was standing with my 
dad in front of the elevated desk in the lobby of 
the station, where a very serious-looking police 
lieutenant sat. Other police officers were all 
around. There were four other dads. And there 
were four other kids. 


“Did you realize what you DID?” the Lieutenant 
asked, banging his fist on the desk. “You created 
panic. You could have been killed. Did you 
know that? Waving a plastic gun around like 
that? Do you understand that?” 

-It had taken six hours to get us all rounded 
up. A passerby had memorized the license 
plate as we sped off. He’d called the police. The 
police traced the license plate back to the dad. 
They’d visited the dad and got to the 17-year- 
old son. This was probably around midnight. It 
then had taken another two hours to organize a 
hunt for the rest of us in our homes in Millburn 
from the names given (freely, fearlessly, or after 
prodding or torture) by the lead perp. 

We stood there shivering. Our dads, some in 
their pajamas with jackets over them, looked 
really angry. What was going to happen? 

“I don’t ever want to see you teenagers again 
in Montclair,” the Lieutenant said. “Dads? Take 
them home. Inflict whatever punishment you 
deem appropriate. We’re done here. This ever 
happens again, there will be charges.” 

The police drove my father and me back to 
the house. In the backseat where the criminals 
sit, my dad just glared at me. We said nothing 
the whole trip back. But arriving at our house 
at 4:30 a.m., with the first traces of dawn just 
beginning to outline the maple trees that are 
everywhere in that town, my dad thanked the 
officer, closed the door behind us and, holding 
me by the scruff of the neck marched me up the 
front walk to the front door. 

But on that walk, his anger wore off completely. 
He was barely keeping himself from laughing as 


we entered the house to the accompaniment of 
our dog barking. 

“Don’t doit again,” he said. By the next day, 
the whole school and indeed the whole town 
seemed to know what it was we’d done to get 
ourselves taken to the Montclair Police Station 
in the middle of the night. 

Two days later, at breakfast after my dad 
left for work, my mother told me and my sister 
that the family was going to move to Montauk. 
Both my sister and I would be coming along, of 
course. Dad had bought a drugstore. 

“It’s going to happen in about three 
weeks,” mom said. “Dad’s tired of traveling 
all around the country. He was up in New 
Bedford, Massachusetts last week and he 
stayed overnight at the home of his customer, 
who owns a pharmacy there. Early the next 
morning they went out into the bay in the man’s 
boat fishing. Dad said he liked it. He wanted to 
fish. He wants to be his own boss. He’s bought 
a drugstore.” 

It was a big deal moving out to Montauk. I'd 
never been there before. There was my dad’s 
new store, White’s Drug Store. There was a nice 
house we were moving into. There were motels 
and a beach. I liked it a lot. 

But in the back of my mind, I knew the real 
reason that my parents dragged us out of 
Millburn, New Jersey. It was what I had done, 
the shame it caused the family, and all the 
townspeople talking about it all the time. 

A little birdie in the back of my teenage brain 
said no, that could not possibly be true. But 
another part of it said, Oh yes it is. @&

- Hand It Over 


ae Western Union’s $190 Million Settlement with Its Customers 


BY DAN RATTINER 


Fe the last three years; I have been part of a 
class action lawsuit against Western Union. 
The conclusion of this lawsuit occurred last 
week, and it appears that I will be getting the 
money I gave to them as many as 10 years ago 
back, with interest. 

It is a fascinating story of corporate greed 
thwarted and people cheated and it needs to be 
told. Here it is. : 

People send cash from Western Union 
counters around the country. Here in the 
Hamptons the locations are in Hampton Bays 
and Southampton at the Rite Aid pharmacies, 
and in Bridgehampton at King Kullen (there was 
also one in East Hampton at Waldbaum’s before 
that store closed). ; 

I’ve stood in line at these counters. The cash 
goes to whomever you want to send it. You 
write their name and the state where they 
will be picking it up. They show ID or, if they 
don’t have one, they give a mutually arranged 
password at a Western Union counter. There’s 


nothing illegal about it. Money, often hard- 


‘earned, can be sent by immigrant laborers to 


their families back home. It’s sent by locals 
with family in remote-areas where there are 


‘no banks, it’s sent to people who are disabled 


and have no ID to get money other ways. The 
cash amounts can range from $20 to $4,000, 
and Western Union charges you about 8% 
additional for the service. You peel off the cash, 
give it to the attendant at the counter and get 
a receipt. And off it goes. It can be picked up 
later that day. 

For about five years between 2005 and 2010, 
I sent out money in this fashion in amounts of 
$250 each time to someone near and dear to me 
who chose to live in a remote area where there 
are no banks. I could reach him by telephone 
to see that he received it, but sometimes the 
telephone connections would not go through. 
With those, I could only assume it was picked 
up. Or I could call Western Union and they 
could tell me whether or not it was waiting to 
be picked up. 

On one occasion in 2010, I came upon a 


receipt from a transaction I made in 2008 
that had a note I’d handwritten on it that said it 
had not been picked up. I had forgotten about 
it. So I called Western Union, now two years 
later, and found out indeed that it had not been 
picked up. 

I was astonished by this. They had held my 
money for two years. One would think they 
might have informed me it was still pending. 
They hadn’t. I could, if I wanted to, go down 
to the Western Union office now, two years 
later, and stand in line—I had the receipt—and 
they would return the money to me. But now 
it occurred to me that there might be other 
money of mine they were still holding. 

I spoke to a “customer advocate” in Colorado, 
where they have their headquarters, and 
asked if he had records of my transactions, 
and he said they did. He emailed them to 


-me, all 55 of them. I kept meticulous records 


of the money I sent and the dates I sent it. 
When the email of my transactions arrived, 
it was even more astonishing. All I had to do 
was hold their records (Cont'd on next page) 
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and mine, side-by-side. 

The transactions that had been sent and 
- received were listed in both records. The 
transactions that had been sent and not 
received only appeared in my records. There 
were three of them. One | had already called 
about. The other two, from three and four years 
earlier, were not on this list sent to me. 

After calling my “customer advocate” back and 
being told that’s all he had, I went down to the 
Western Union office in East Hampton, where | 
had sent those items, and, after waiting in line, 
got told, by looking at my receipt numbers, that 
these two remaining transactions were “still 
waiting to be picked up.” Behind me in that 


line at that time were half a dozen blue-collar’ 


workers and locals. All of them, it was now 
clear to me, were giving cash to Western Union 
at their potential peril. There were probably 
hundreds of millions of dollars of hard earned 
cash “still waiting” with this company. 

I did two things as a result of this discovery. I 
went to see State Assemblyman Fred Thiele and 
showed him these documents, and he helped 
get a New York State law passed requiring 
companies that do wireless transactions to 
return any money to a sender if it is not picked 
up in 90 days. The company certainly could 
easily do that. The sender’s name and address 
are right on the receipt they give out. 

The second thing I did was file a claim with 
the Better Business Bureau (BBB) in Colorado. | 
believed that their holding the funds of senders 
and then hiding it was a criminal offense. | 
wrote that in my claim to the BBB. 


In 2011, the roof fell in on Western Union. 
Out of the blue, I got a letter telling me 
that some people with the last name of 
Tennille had filed a class action lawsuit for 
$200 million against Western Union for these 
practices and I was among those still owed 
money. I had picked up the money from the 
three returns I knew about, but there were 
still other monies of mine that had not been 
picked up. My records were meticulous, but not 
THAT meticulous. 


The letter also informed me that my 
money would be coming back with 
interest. It said Western Union 
admits no wrongdoing. 


In 2013, I got another letter telling me that 
a settlement had been arranged, pending 
an appeal, for about $190 million, set aside to 
be paid out to those of us still owed money. 
Legal fees awarded to the lawyers of this 
lawsuit could not exceed 30% of what was 
owed. An office was set up, which | could call. 
A form would be sent to me when all appeals 
were cleared. 

It took three years to adjudicate the appeals. 
One appeal involved some people in Michigan 
who wanted triple damages. It was eventually 
denied. Here’s a quote from an article in Law360 
reporting the decision denying that appeal. 

“(May 1, 2015, 8:05 PM ET)—The Tenth Circuit 


on Friday rejected objections to a $133 million 


_settlement between The Western Union Co. 


and class action plaintiffs accusing the 
company of keeping money from failed wire 
transfers for five years despite having senders’ 
contact information. 

“The appellate court said it was not 
unsympathetic to the arguments raised by 
two objecting class members claiming the 
settlement was unfair, particularly the fact 
that the named plaintiffs have already received 
refunds, so the unreturned money funding the 
settlement, which includes $40.57 million in 
attorneys’ fees, as well as incentive awards, 
actually belongs to the other class members.” _ 

Last week, three years after this class action 
began, I received a letter informing me I would 
be receiving about $850 from two transactions 
that never got picked up. I just needed to make 
a copy of my driver’s license or identity card 
and send in the form to get the money sent. 

This letter also informed me that my 
money would be coming back with interest, 
and that going forward Western Union would 
be returning transactions to senders, unasked, - 
if they were not picked up in 30 days. It. 
also said that Western Union admits 
no wrongdoing. 

This has been an incredible journey for me. 

However, this case has taken so long that 
people who are no longer around will never get 
their money back. I am also still convinced that 
criminal behavior went on here. The company 
executives who arranged this policy should be 
brought to justice. 8

Starting Pitcher Steve Matz Has a Disastrous Start in 2016

ot since Carl Yastrzemski, the son of a 

Bridgehampton potato farmer, has the 
eastern end of Long Island raised a baseball 
player who was inducted into the Cooperstown 
Baseball Hall of Fame. 

Last year, however, Steven Matz, a stunningly 
good pitcher born and raised in Stony Brook, 
made his debut for the New York Mets in 
midseason. In the last half of the season Steven 
Matz failed to lose a single game. He also pitched 
in the World Series for the sellout crowd at Citi 
Field and held his own against the Kansas City 
Chiefs veteran Chris Young, although the Mets 
lost after Matz left. 

It was therefore with great anticipation 
that Matz, who—because he had not had a 
full season—is still considered a rookie, was 
happily put in the Met’s pitching rotation. 

He started in his first game of 2016 against 
the Florida Marlins on Monday, April 11 at Citi 
Field. The place was packed. 

Things went well for Matz in the top of 
the first. He got Dee Gordon to pop out. Marcell 
Ozuna then grounded out. Christian Yelich 
got an infield single with a bouncer to third. 
And then Giancarlo Stanton struck out swinging, 
a nice end for the 24-year-old pitching sensation. 

The Mets failed to score in their half of 
the first, and then Matz came out to the 
mound to try to put the Marlins down in the 


top of the second. 

Things did not go well this time. 

Matz walked Martin Prado, then walked Chris 
Johnson, moving Prado to second. The next 
batter, J.T. Realmuto, singled to center, and 
now the bases were loaded with nobody out. 

Did it bother Matz? Well, the Marlin’s eighth 
batter in the lineup, Adeiny Hechavarria, who 
isn’t much of a hitter, singled to shallow left, 
driving in Johnson and Prado, with Realmuto 
winding up on third as the Mets failed to get 
either of the other two out at home. 

Two runs in, runners on first and third, still 
nobody out. Settle down, Steve. 

Jarred Cosart, the opposing pitcher, came to 
the plate and hit a bouncer to short. Cosart was 
out at first, but Hechava moved to second. And 
the Mets held Realmuto at third. 

One out, runners at second and third. A 
pivotal at-bat now. Gordon, the leadoff hitter. He 
beat out an infield grounder, scoring Realmuto 
and moving Hechava to third. Three runs in, 
runners on first and third. 

At this point, Ozuna fouled out and it looked 
like Matz might make it through with a bad 
inning of three runs. There were two outs and 
runners on first and third. 

Unfortunately, that’s when the roof fell in. 
Yelich singled, scoring both Hechava and 
Gordon. And then, as Mets manager Terry 
Collins was preparing to pull Matz and call it 
a bad day, Stanton came to the plate and hit a 


towering 417-foot home run to clear the bases. 

With that, the manager trotted out to the 
mound and sent Matz to the showers. It was 
one of the worst rookie pitching performances 
in baseball history. Seven runs scored. Just one 
and two thirds innings completed. 

Last year, Matz had an earned run average 
of 2.27. This was an achievement that put Matz 
right up there with the league leaders. But 
after Monday’s performance, Matz’s earned run 
average was 37.72, the worst in either league. 

Well, mighty Casey sometimes struck out. 
And the Babe, while clobbering home runs, 
also held the team record for most strikeouts. 
And even Carl Yastrzemski, when he got up 
to hit against the Yankees in a winner-take-all 
at-bat for the American League pennant in 1978, 
ended it not with a bang but a whimper. He 
popped out foul to third base. 

One cannot turn back the hands of time. But 
one game is just one game, and 155 more await.

Well, here it is six days later and Steven Matz 
got handed the ball in Cleveland for his second 
start of the year. He pitched sensationally. He 
completed six scoreless innings, got the win, 
set a personal record of nine strikeouts and 
only allowed three scattered hits. 

For the Mets, the drive to the pennant 
now begins.

The Lovin’ Spoonful Rocks Suffolk Theater April 29

he Lovin’ Spoonful is coming back to 

Riverhead’s Suffolk Theater on Friday, April 
29, bringing their patented blend of chipper 
tunes and sunny harmonies. Think songs like 
“Do You Believe in Magic,” “Daydream,” “You 
Didn’t Have to Be So Nice” and their number 
one smash “Summer in the City.” And if the 
Spoonful’s sound seems to go perfectly with 
springtime weather on the East End—it’s no 
accident. The band got its start right here. 


It was in Westhampton Beach that drummer _ 


Joe Butler and bassist Steve Boone first met up 
in the early 1960s, forming a band with local 
saxophonist King Charles. “We used to play 


for the Air Force guys at a real dive called the 
Palm Terrace,” recalls Butler. “Things would get 
rowdy and the owner would come running out 
with his shotgun and fire shots at the ceiling. 
That would stop the fights cold.” Boone and 
Butler got their first electric instruments—a 
Silvertone bass and Silvertone guitar—at the 
Sears store on Riverhead’s Main Street—in the 
“big city.” “We learned our craft playing the 
clubs around the Hamptons—Herb McCarthy’s 
Bowden Square (until recently, Southampton 
Publick House), Pinkney’s Inn and a place called 
the Cottage Inn.” 

All that honing of craft and working under 
stress paid off when Butler and Boone migrated 
to New York City, where the band got work in

the Village right away. It was in the midst of the 
folk revival, and an electric band was a novelty. 
“Nobody was doing what we were doing,” 
remembers Butler, “and we had worked up a 
repertoire of 200—300 songs.” With the addition 
of singer and songwriter John Sebastian—who 
was already a figure in the downtown music 
scene—and ace guitarist Zal Yanovsky, the 
band adopted the name The Lovin’ Spoonful 
(derived from a Mississippi John Hurt song) 


and hit it big in 1965. 


Given the number of songs the Spoonful 
launched onto the charts, it’s hard to believe 
how short-lived their early success was. All of 
their big hits were released between 1965 and 
1967, after which John Sebastian left the band— 
leaving them without their principal songwriter 
and primary lead singer. The band went on 
hiatus in 1969. 

Starting in 1991, however, Steve Boone and 
Joe Butler, along with Jerry Yester (who had 
always been a peripheral member), reunited 
and began performing as The Lovin’ Spoonful 
to wide acclaim. For Boone, the reconstituting 


_ of the band, which, if you disregard the hiatus, 


has been around for well over 50 years, brings 
a huge degree of satisfaction. 

“The audiences are so enthusiastic and 
appreciative,” Boone says. “We're allowing a 
lot of people to visit old memories.” After 
the show, when the band typically does a 
meet and greet with audience members, Boone 
gets to hear from people who relate personal 
experiences. “Vietnam vets will come up and 
tell us how our music helped make their year in 


‘Nam go easier,” Boone says. “It’s a cool deal to 


have that kind of feedback.” He thinks of it as a 

spiritual benefit of keeping the band going. 
Another reason to keep the band alive— 

they’re just so good at what they do. Audiences 


get to hear those sunny harmonies faithfully 


reproduced live—no mean feat. And the 
Spoonful really puts on a show. 

Of course, the group loves coming back 
to the East End. The band’s concerts at the 
Suffolk Theater—this is their third time playing 
at the restored Riverhead masterpiece—feel 
something like a high school reunion. A lot 
of Boone’s East Hampton High School friends 
come out, and people who remember the band 
from its early days out here. But there are 
always a lot of new fans as well, and the whole 
thing becomes a great party. The Spoonful 
supplies the tunes. g&

A collection of shingle style houses affectionately known as the “Seven 
Sisters” done in the late 19th century by the architect Stanford White. 
They are perched on a hill there like ships riding the rolling waves of 
the ocean. 

*The Parrish Art Museum in Water Mill; compelling exhibits housed in a 
tasteful example of restrained Modernism in the agricultural vernacular of 
the Hamptons, designed by the architectural firm of Herzog & de Meuron. 

*The First Presbyterian Church in Sag Harbor, also known as the Old 
Whalers’ Church. Go see what remains of the original Egyptian-influenced 
steeple tower and make a donation to the restoration fund.

LANDSCAPE DESIGNER PROFILE || Frederico Azevedo 


_gw places are as renowned for both their natural beauty and 
for the aesthetics of the homes rising up amid those environs 
y as the Hamptons. And few have mastered the art of using one 
to enhance the brilliance of the other like Frederico Azevedo. 

Sitting in his bright, airy showroom and concept store in Bridgehampton, 
an extension of the simple elegance he prides himself on, Azevedo is 
reflecting on how he makes the environment and architecture work in 
concert. “I like always to plant to the architecture,” says the award-winning 
landscape designer, lecturer, writer and Unlimited Earth Care owner, who 
is known for his beautiful and evocative landscape design throughout the 
Hamptons and beyond. “The first thing | do is look at the architecture and 
then expand the view of the house. You design to create more depth of 
the building. That’s a very important touch.” 

Azevedo crafts his designs to complement the house and make it feel 
natural in the environment. “You have to make sure it doesn’t look like 
a block in the middle of a lot,” he says, “but that it will blend gracefully 
with nature and will make spaces that look infinite. You create a whole 
movement inside of the landscape that the house is in.” 

“Local” is a concept that permeates the Hamptons lifestyle on many 
levels, and landscape design is no exception. In the last few years, 
Azevedo has noted how native plants have become popular among his 
clients. “Either people want to get into more sustainable landscapes—and 
using native plants helps a lot—or they want to combine them with well- 
adapted plants,” he says. “That’s a big trend. Native plants require less 
maintenance and they resist better during changes of weather or storms 
because they're from the specific environment. And landscapers have 
tried this for many years. You can do amazing landscaping with native 
plants and combine them with some that are not from our environment.” 

A longtime Hamptonite, Azevedo loves the diversity of space that 
surrounds him, the opportunities to ply his craft. “The different kinds of 
areas that we have—farm fields, oceanfronts, the woods. The Hamptons 
has all these different kinds of nature in one place. It’s not just a lot 
of shoreline; we have a mix of farm fields, woods, shore. If you get a

project on the shore, it'll be totally different than in the woods or a 
farm lot. You have the opportunity to stay in one area but work with all 
different kinds of landscapes.” Not to mention with all kinds of properties. 
Azevedo is notably excited about the influx of luxury condominiums, 
“like the Watchcase in Sag Harbor. All these apartments look for 
landscaping on the balconies and terraces, and because owners are 
in the Hamptons, they want some kind of landscaping. We have all 
these opportunities to create different landscaping with different kinds 
of situations.” 

The diverse aspects of nature can be a challenge, Azevedo admits. 
“Plants can be fine, and then five years later, they become diseased and 
you don’t know why! Or predators like deer or wild turkeys appear in the 
area. So everything becomes a challenge!” he laughs. “The challenge is 
adapting the design to the changing environment. You have to be thinking 
about what’s happening tomorrow. Here, the world is changing so much.” 

As much as he is enamored with and inspired by the Hamptons, Azevedo 
has also found a good deal of new inspiration for his work by traveling. 
“| love to see what other landscapers are doing in different parts of the 
world,” he explains. “I go to Europe a lot and research there. Anywhere | 
go-—l’m curious to know how people are improving nature. 

“| like to be close to new designers,” he continues, “designers who 
create outdoor accessories and use outdoor elements, especially the ones 
who use recyclable materials. They're in touch with the idea of conserving 
the environment.” 

Coming off last year’s 20th-anniversary celebration of Unlimited Earth 
Care, Azevedo believes in a long-term relationship with his clients and 
emphasizes that the best design takes time. “You're working with nature. 
Everything is exposed. They're going to grow and change,” he says. “Time 
is a thing that’s hard to understand...the best landscape is the one you wait 
for and watch mature.”

REAL ESTATE LAW| Behind the Hedges 


10 Secrets toa 


ummer rentals got off to a great start this year, yet there are still 
people looking to secure that ideal getaway, and there are still 
East End homeowners who could quickly become landlords 
for the season. In each issue of Behind the Hedges, | offer insights and 
information about the legal side of Hamptons real estate. Here’s one that is 
particularly valuable and bears re-sharing this time of year, when we need 
to remember: with every great summer rental comes great responsibility. 
The secret to success for both landlords and tenants is to set clear 
expectations before the rental period gets underway. If either party has 
false expectations, the summer can end with anger, arguing and possibly 
court. Before renting, discuss these topics and then have an attorney draft 
a lease accordingly. 
HOUSE RULES 
Are parties permissible? What hours is noise allowed (check the 
municipal town/village code for the law)? What about the number of 
unrelated individuals permitted at the premises overnight (share houses 
are often illegal)? Determine rules for storing vehicles (parking spaces), 
including street parking/permits. Are there rooms on the premises to 
which entry is not permitted (where the landlord stores personal items)? 
House Rules is a miscellaneous catchall for everything that is unique for a 
property, so use your imagination. 
ANIMALS 
Certain animals cannot be precluded from a rental, and it’s even illegal 
for the landlord to request a deposit for them where the tenant is disabled 
and requires the animal in order to equally enjoy the housing. Both an 
Emotional Support Animal and a Service Animal are protected by law. 
However, these protected animals are not pets, but instead an aspect of 
the tenant’s being. It’s perfectly acceptable for a landlord to either exclude 
pets from their property or to charge a deposit/fee for their presence. 
HOLDOVER 
A holdover tenant means a tenant that stays in possession after the end 
of the term of the lease. When is the lease over and how are the keys, 
garage door openers, etc. to be returned? Have your attorney negotiate 
the additional monies that the tenant will owe to the landlord if they stay 
past the end of the lease (courts permit two to three times the rent to be 
charged in this situation). Provide for reasonable attorneys’ fees and court 
costs in the event of an eviction. Know that there’s a default reciprocal 
right to the tenant to also get attorneys’ fees incident to the landlord’s 
breaches if the landlord can sue for attorneys’ fees, even if the lease is 
silent as to the tenant's attorneys’ fees. 


NOTICE 

How should the parties communicate? Make sure that there’s a paper 
trail for all communications, such as requiring notice only by either certified 
mail return-receipt-requested or read-receipt email. Without a paper trail, 
the fact of the communication would be a matter of dispute. 

ADDED RENT 

What other items is the tenant required to pay for beyond rent? Items 
can include cleaning services, landscaping, garbage removal, utilities, poo! 
upkeep, etc. 

BROKERAGE 

Who does the broker work for? Payment does not equal representation. 
In New York, brokers are required to provide an agency disclosure form 
that explains who they work for. If the broker doesn’t work for you, it’s 
imperative that you advocate for yourself in negotiating the rental. 

SECURITY DEPOSIT 

How much is the deposit and when will it be returned? What is 
the protocol for resolving damage issues—meaning, have the parties 
agreed on a licensed home improvement contractor, etc. to provide an 
estimated cost of repairs so they can avoid litigating this issue? Has a 
baseline property condition been established by way of pre-possession 
photographs/writings? What is permitted damage (ordinary wear-and- 
tear)? If a rental needs painting or a carpet cleaning, does that constitute 
damage, or not? 

CARE OF PREMISES AND GROUNDS 

Who is responsible for care of the premises, the landlord or the tenant 
(this can be situation based)? Is a third-party service provider to be used? 
When is access permitted and how much notice is required prior thereto? 

ASSIGNMENT OR SUBLET 

Can the tenant transfer their rights under the lease to someone else if 
they have a change of mind? If so, is the tenant still on the hook for the 
lease or will the landlord discharge them through a novation? 

RENTAL PERMIT 

Many municipalities require a rental permit for a legal rental. Failure 
to get a permit may be a misdemeanor for both the landlord and the 
tenant. Both parties must obtain a copy of the rental permit, if applicable, 


prior to the tenant taking possession. Here’s to happy summer rentals 
for all.

I: Veterans Memorial Hall in Southampton, 
at the top of a creaking wooden staircase, 
Kirsten Lonnie is in her office, hard at work. 

Lonnie is the Executive Director of the 
Southampton Cultural Center (SCC), now in 
its 30th year. She’s ironing out the final details 
of the SCC’s First Annual Gala: An Evening of 
Wine & Roses. 

“It’s the first big gala we’ve ever had,” Tom 
Knight, the Chairman of the SCC, explains. “We 
want to expand our community programming, 
improve the equipment in our performance 
spaces, and really do events that will bring 
people out here in the off-season, when it’s hard 
for local businesses. We think of it as cultural 
tourism,” says Knight. “We try to run weekends 
or events that pull people in and give a boost to 
the economy.” 

The gala kicks off an intense fundraising 
campaign. In combination with money received 
from federal and state grants, the capital raised 
at the gala will go towards strengthening 
existing infrastructure as well as growing the 
reach of the Cultural Center. 

“Three legs of a_ stool,” Lonnie says. 
“Education, exhibition and performance.” She’s 
describing the driving purpose of the SCC, 
located at 25 Pond Lane in Southampton. 

In Veterans Memorial Hall there are dedicated 
practice rooms where musicians can rehearse 
or take lessons. Drawing, fine art and dance 
classes for children and adults are also on offer.

The Veterans Hall neighbors the Southampton Cultural Center on Pond Lane in Southampton 


The basement is an open area perfect for play 
rehearsals. Its walls have been decorated in 
black and white murals that depict music notes, 
silhouettes of people dancing, and a painter’s 
palette and brush. 

Next door is the Levitas Center for the 
Arts, which opened in 2006. It’s an 


intimate theater with seating for 180. 

“The building used to be a decrepit 
bowling alley before it was a performance 
space,” Knight says. 

“Musicians love it,” Lonnie interjects. “When 
Perlman plays and you’re sitting in the third

On the other side of the theater is a small 
gallery space that showcases work by local 
artists. You can view the green lawns of Merrick 
Park through the glass doors in the front. 

But what about the gala?

_ auction,” Knight says. 

“Over 300 red roses,” Lonnie says. 

The fundraising gala will take place on Sunday, 
May 29, at Southampton Social Club. Master of 
Ceremonies will be Kevin Spirtas, of Broadway 
and Days of our Lives fame, who will also 
provide live entertainment. Biddables in the 
silent auction will include a shopping party at 
Calypso St. Barth, Red Sox tickets, professional 
photography sessions, golf outings, and tickets 
to Broadway shows like Beautiful, among many 
other offerings. 

For VIP ticket holders, there will be a 
reception before the event begins where they 
can mingle with the honorees: William Hattrick 
Jr., former mayor of Southampton and founder 
of the Southampton Cultural Center in 1985; 
fashion designer Carmen Marc Valvo; Aura 
Levitas, board member and benefactress of 
the SCC; and artist Giancarlo Impiglia, who 
has contributed an original painting to the 
live auction.

“When the 
Parish museum moved out [of the village of 
Southampton], I went to Mark Epley and the 
trustees and said, ‘We can’t stay dark. We have 
to do something.”

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the creative process that does something to 
the brain. | think humans -have evolved to 
tell our story either on cave walls or in oral 
histories that were eventually written down.

Hamilton’s Jeffrey Seller at Bay Street May I

n May 1, Bay Street Theater will present a new 

work by storied Hamptonite Jules Feiffer and 
Tony-nominated composer Andrew Lippa., Directing 
this collaboration is Jeffrey Seller, one of the most 
influential and successful producers in recent 
Broadway history. 

The producer behind current smash hit Hamilton 
(winner of the 2016 Pulitzer Prize for Drama), Seller 
is directing a staged reading of The Man in the 
Ceiling, a musical with music and lyrics by Andrew 
Lippa and a script based on Feiffer’s children’s book 
of the same name. The intimate, six-actor work- 
in-progress may seem like a far cry from an epic, 
multi-million dollar production like Hamilton, but 
Seller’s long career in theater—which has included 
work on iconic musicals like Rent, Avenue Q and In 
the Heights—shows his love of musical theater large 
and small. 

“I fell in love with [Feiffer’s] characters,” says 
Seller. “I was moved by their musical expression, 
which was created by Andrew [Lippa]. That’s always 
what I’m looking for. I’m looking to find characters | 
can care about.” Seller’s love of compelling, complex 
characters is evident in Hamilton, which explores 
the little-known life and career of founding father 
Alexander Hamilton. Though the hip-hop/R&B- 
styled musical (written by and starring Lin-Manuel 
Miranda) covers early U.S. history in broad strokes, 
it’s anchored by strong characterization. Alexander 
Hamilton was a brilliant, flawed man whose drive 


to change the world was at odds with 
the pace and bureaucracy of everyone 
else around him. Other works Seller 
has produced have similarly interesting 
characters. Rent is about a group of 
queer artists in the AIDS-stricken East 
Village circa 1989. Avenue Q is a warped 
take on Sesame Street in which all of the 
characters are aimless 20-somethings 
dealing with sex, landlords and career 
disappointments. Jn the Heights shows 
three days in the lives of a Hispanic 
community in Washington Heights 
through the lens of a bodega owner who 
yearns for something more but feels a— 
responsibility to his neighborhood. 

The Man in the Ceiling’s characters seem simple 
by comparison, but Feiffer’s creations are never as 
black and white as they may first appear. Young boy 
Jimmy, the protagonist, wants to be a cartoonist 
more than anything, but right now, he feels like 
a failure due to his lack of interest in sports and 
school. Feiffer and Lippa’s witty and interesting 
storytelling is what makes the story special, and the 
cast of characters has been trimmed, after a reading 
done last year, to focus on the core family. Seller is 
also excited about telling this coming-of-age story 
because he has admired Feiffer’s work since he was 
a teenager. “Jules is a hero of mine,” he says. Seller 
appeared in Feiffer’s People when he was a junior in 
high school. “It was in 1981 that I became familiar 
with Jules’ brilliant and unique take on the world. It’s

just another dream come true to work 
with my artistic heroes.” 

Seller is also thrilled to work with Lippa 
again, having produced his musical The 
Wild Party, based on Joseph Moncure 
March’s 1928 narrative poem. “It’s pure 
joy,” says Seller. “Andrew and | did some 
of our earliest work together in college. 


i The busy producer is happy to 
gbe working at Bay Street, having 
#been a patron of the theater for the past 
8 15 years. “I have a house in Sagaponack,” 
he says. “I love the East End.” And 
although it would’ be fair to 
assume that working on The Man in the Ceiling 
while still producing Hamilton and putting the 
various national and international tours together 
must be difficult, Seller chuckles at the thought. 
“The juggernaut that is Hamilton consumes: . 
a great deal of my day,” he sighs happily. “[It’s 
helpful when] | can find a haven to disappear from 
Hamilton for a few hours to focus on a new creative 
endeavor, a new cast of characters, a new story.”

He once served as editorial director of AOL, is the 
co-founder of bookreporter.com and he has written 
for Vanity Fair and New York Magazine. Kornbluth 
has also worked as a screenwriter for Robert De Niro, 
Paul Newman and PBS.

Married Sex is already on its way to being made 
into a film—Kornbluth has written the screenplay— 
though casting will be tricky since ambivalence is 
at the heart of this unusual plot. Some scenes. are 
set in the Hamptons, others in New York; full of 
smart-mouth insider quips such as that about the 


Standard—“Isn’t that the hotel where couples leave 
the curtains open so people on the High Line can 
watch them?” 

Protagonist David Greenfield, 46, is a highly 
successful New York born and bred divorce 
lawyer whose main clients are women with millionaire 
husbands. “In a city where diversity is our greatest 
asset, [these people] had turned their backs on it 
and formed a village, separated from the rest of us 
by a thick wall of money.” David adores his beautiful, 
sexy wife Blair. She is from the Midwest and is 
now a dean at Barnard College. David loves to see 
her reading; he loves to see her nude (“when it 
comes to breasts, I’m a first responder”). His first- 
person narrative guides the story as it also chronicles 
his admission of failure in fully understanding Blair 
and himself. 

Their daughter has just gone off to college. 
Remarkably, after 20 years of marriage, David still 
enjoys hot sex with his wife but, well, he meets Jean 
Coin, a cool, attractive, smart photographic artist 
with edge, in a gallery. What’s a happily married man 
to do? The answer is: a threesome. Because, as David 
reveals, he and Blair have had an understanding 
that rather than stray, one should bring the other 
person home: “It’s not cheating if your spouse is 
there,” is it? Blair is at first shocked, skeptical, 
uninterested but she yields and the three meet for an 
introductory session. 

Enter: confusion, surprise, desire of the kind 
that both David and Blair did not anticipate. What 
follows is some steamy stuff, gay and straight, 
missionary position and otherwise. It may be a 
bit much but Kornbluth enjoys writing about sex. 
Besides, both David and Blair would like to interpret 
their threesome in the larger and longer-running 
context of their love and marriage. The conclusion 
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There are so many choices to be made within a marriage... 


may disappoint but the theme abides. 

In a publicity Q & A, Kornbluth says he was once 
in a threesome for several years, often for 10 hours a 
day—in his head. It’s the most common male fantasy. 
But if readers think that the book is a disguised 
memoir, he’d be flattered. 

No “Fifty Shades of Jesse,” Married Sex is a love 
story. That’s the way he sees it and the way his real- 
life wife and daughter see it, he adds. The theme 
is an exploration of the power of sex to deepen or 
destroy love. “In an enduring marriage, you come for 
the sex and stay for the love.” He says he believes 
what his character David says—that the main reason 
couples get divorced is sex, that “interest withers or

Embracing Compost, Worms and a Dream

At this time of year landscapers 
and gardeners begin fertilizing 
grass and gardens. Some 
use “organic” products and 
many use the old standbys. 
Fertilizing grass with chemicals 
remains standard practice— 
sure enough, that grass greens 
right up. Vegetable gardeners 
also turn the soil at this time of 
year. The men | work with still, 
after working with me for more than 11 years, think 
that my fertilizing and soil treatment techniques are 
in need of correction. I don’t fertilize—not even with 
manure, Milorganite (a sewage-based product) or 
any other “organic” fertilizer. And I do not turn over 
the soil even when I add compost. 

Plants are fed not by fertilizer but by soil 
microorganisms that live in healthy soil. Any 
amendments to soil should aim to feed these 
microorganisms. They eat organic material that 
comes from compost, some kinds of mulch, plant 
debris left on the ground and humus—worm castings. 
When they have access to nutrients from these 
sources, they can use the nutrients as needed. Some 
organic fertilizers, and all chemical fertilizers, have

salts in them, which kill microorganisms. When the 


microorganisms are diminished or gone, plants will 
need the artificial nutrients of fertilizer until the soil’s 


in the soil. The nutrients in the 


food web has been rebuilt. 

I don’t turn or disturb the 
soil when I apply compost 
because it breaks the structure 
of the web of microorganisms 


compost will be worked into the 
soil by the microorganisms and 
the smali disturbances we make 
when we plant. 

I never Roto-till. Once may not 
be too harmful, but if repeated, a 


hardpan can form. This layer of Take it easy on the additives to keep it ween 


compacted soil can inhibit water 

being absorbed evenly, contribute to runoff and 
suffocate roots, which cannot obtain oxygen when 
standing in a layer of water or soil that is too wet. 

My garden beds might look messy to some. I 
leave as much organic material as my client can 
tolerate—leaves and small pieces of debris from 
last year’s garden. The beds in my own garden are 
covered in leaves. 

Healthy soil feeds plants, helps inhibit fungus and 
pests, enables extensive root systems, holds water 
so that less irrigation is needed, and eliminates 
runoff and puddling. 

This is a simplified description of a complicated 
biological system. But it should establish that 
eliminating even only chemical fertilizers and 
forgoing the annual tilling of the vegetable garden 
will be a big step towards healthier soil, healthier and 


more nutritious plants, and less - 
nitrogen runoff into our waters. 
This means changing some 
of our concepts of how our 
landscapes and gardens should 
look. Changing to an organic 
lawn is possible, but until the 
soil web is rebuilt, you will 
¢ heed to put up with a less-than- 
< 3 perfect-looking yard and learn 
g to tolerate some plants we now 
== consider weeds, such as clover. 
You might consider letting your 
lawn eventually return to the 
original English description of lawn, which included 
many kinds of plants. 

Your garden beds should have good compost 
added regularly. (I-like to add a 1” layer every year. 
To insure you have good compost, you might want to 
begin making your own. 

Making any changes to your lawn and garden 
techniques to feed the soil can be done in steps. 
It might require you to ask your landscapers and 
gardeners to make changes to their habits. Don’t be 
discouraged. It will take time to rebuild that soil but 
the rewards are great. Healthy soil means a healthier 
you and a healthier environment. 4
